same mob that at an early hour Sun- 
day morning, lynched Horace Dun 
can and James Copeland, negroes, 
two hours later 
took 
from jail 


William Allen, a young negro, and 
hanged him in the public square. 
Allen's body -was later "burned to 
ashes, as had been those of the other 
negroes, beneath the spot where they 
had been lynched. Following the dis- 
patch of Duncan and Copeland. some 
one suggested that Allen and Bus 
Cain, two other 'negroes known to be 
in the jail, should also be lynched. 
The mob, bloodthirsty and wrought up 
to the highest pitch of .excitement, 
readily took up'.the cry...and soon the 
charred bones of a third .victim lay 
beneath the statue of the Goddess of 
Liberty. Cain 
escaped. Allen 
and 


Cain were being held upon suspicion 
of having murdered O. P. Ruark, while 
Duncan and Copeland were accused of 
^assaulting Mabel Edmondson, a white 
domestic. Their work finally accom- 
plished, the mob quietly dispersed. 


Miss Edmondson, the attack upon 


whom provoked the lynching out- 
breaks, when told of the work of ven- 
geance said, "Served them right" Her 
condition is pronounced serious. 


Sunday, the crowds,-which had been 


augmented by many hundreds of 
persons from surrounding towns, filled 
the streets*,'making threats of further 
vengeance, and several companies of 


t state militia ordered out oy Governor 
Folk, together with 200 deputy sher- 
iffs, were ordered here. When the 
mob left the jail with Copeland and 
Duncan 14 prisoners escaped In the 
excrement.

Mr. Herbig was a native of Ger-

in Charleston, W. Va., director of tire

He was treasurer of the Board of 
Sducation for a number 'of years, city 
jreasurer of the city, of 
Coshocton 


lor two terms a prominent member 
of the Board of Trade and treasurer 
of the Ohio Bankers association'from 
the time of its organization, Novem- 
ber 5. 1891. 


Mr. Herbig was a man of affairs 


primarily: it was in the world of 
business that he lived chiefly but in 
the midst of all his cares he took 
time to gratify his taste for music- 
he was a pianist himself of some 
ability—and his love for the flowers 
which seemed to bloom under his 
caie in unusual beauty and profusion.

SAND AND ASHES 


Ejecttd by Mount Vesuvius In Abun- 


dant Quantities. 


Naples, April 16. — The somewhat 


threatening condition of Mount Vesu- 
vius Saturday night Laving subsided 
with the ejection of enormous clouds 
of sand and ashes, the elements have 
begun to settle slowly again, envelop- 
ing the mountain in a thick haze and 
cutting off the view from Naples, only 
the outline of the base being visible. 
Professor Matteuccl, director of the 
royal observatory on the mountain, 
Issued the following bulletin: "My 'in- 
struments are now most calm. The 
emission of sand continues in their 
abundant quantities, and I wait serene- 
ly a satisfactory termination ot the 
eruption."

WITH PORTO RICO. 


Trade of the United State* Shows a 


Heavy Increase. 


Washington, April 16. — A bulletin 


Issued by the depai tment of commerce 
and labor says that the trade of the 
United States with North American 
countries, exclusive of Canada. Mexico 
and Cuba, but not inclusive of Porto 
Rico, aggregated in the fiscal year 
1905 
practically $100,000,000. as com- 


pared with $60,000,000 in 1900. Porto 
Rico, the bulletin says, has an annual 
commerce of about $25,000,000. of 
which 84 per cent is \vkh the United 
States. The participation of the Unit- 
ed States in this trade lus largely in- 
creased since the organization 
of 


Porto Rico as a customs district of 
this country in ^901. In 1897 the value 
of merchandise shipped fiom the Unit- 
ed States to Porto Rico was less than 
$2,000,000; in 1903 it wa& over $14,000,- 
000. 
Porto 'RJco's shipments to the 


United States increased from $3,000,- 
000 in-1900 t«r almost $16.000,000 in 
1903.'' Sugar Shipments from 
Porto 


Rico to the United States in 1905. in- 
cluding molasses, were valued at $12, 
176,861.

STIR CREATED 


IN ZJON CITY 


Overseers Read a Letter Written to 


Dowie Two Years Ago. 


Chicago, April 16. — Attorneys for 


both parties to the Zion City contro- 
versy state that conferences will be 
resumed and that there are yet hopes 
that a basis for an amicable settle- 
ment will be reached. 


A stir was created in Zion City 


when General Overseer Voliva pro- 
duced the first of his documentary evi- 
dence by which he hopes to confound 
John Alexander Dowie and his follow- 
ers who are endeavoring to regain con- 
trol of Zion City. The instrument was 
a letter written and of date of April 
13,1904, and addressed to "Dr." Dowie, 
who was then in Zurich, Switzerland. 
The letter was signed by Overseers 
John G. Spcicher, Charles J. Bernard 
andijJudge V. V. Barnes. In the docu- 
ment they warned Dowie that unless 
he changed his ways in the manage- 
ment of Zion City a clash was inevit- 
able. They stated that from their ex- 
amination of the conduct t)f the affairs 
of the colony it was evident that' 
Dowie had overdrawn his accpunt in ' 
the bank in Ziou CUy; that he "had re-! 
cei ved deposit8~-Vfien ' 'it 'was* known*! 
that the btak was insolvent;*tHat he 
had used funds otherwise than in ac- ' 
cordance with the 
representations 


made by the stock contracts and cer- 
tificates, and that the proof of the ap- 
propriation of large sums for his own 
personal use and for ends outside of 
the industries named would be tanta- 
mount to a conviction of embezzle- 
ment in any court of law. The letter 
further implored Dowie to exercise a 
rigid economy on the part of himself 
'and his fmtly, saying that expendi- 
tures to th's end should be based on

crowd. "Throw him overboard." 


The negro stood directly above the 


smouldering ash heap from whichothe 
smell of burning flesh arose. But he 
etood erect while the man with the 
lantern harangued the mob and the 
crowd jeered at the negro. In the 
meantime the rope had been placed 
about Allen's neck, and presently the 
hangman caught the negro's ankles, 
lifted him and threw him forward over 
the railing. Allen turned a somer- 
sault in the air. and as the rope be- 
came taut his neck cracked like a pis- 
tol shot The rope broke and he fell 
in the bed of coals on top of the other 
two negroes. There he kicked and 
floundered around until, another rope 
was brought, thrice looped around the 
neck, and he was again suspended in 
midair. More boxos were brought, an- 
other big fire was kindled, and soon 
the swaying figure, now dead, fell into 
it. sending up a spray of live sparks. 
After"that most of the men went home, 
but some men and boys stayed by the 
tower all night and fed the fire. "When 
daylight broke upon^tbe scene there, 
remained only the, blackened trunks 
and charred remains of the three 
negroes.

Five thousand persons saw the-trio 


hanged and burned!*'"Among the crowd 
of spectators were hundreds of women 
and children, girls and boys. In 'a hall 
overlooking the plaza an Easter dance 
was in progress. Its music stopped 
while the dancers crowded to the win- 
dows and watched the writhing black 
bodies and the flames that finally con-, 
sumed them. 


Whites and blacks are reported as 


having armed themselves heavily, and 
the negroes of the city are said to 
have seized 300 sticks of dynamite 
from a stone quarry for defense pur- 
poses if further attempt at lynching 
is made.
